There are so many bright spots in the 


ife of a farm boy, that I nometimes think 
[ should like to live the hie over again ; 1 
should almost be willing to be a girl if it 
were not for tbe chores. There is a great 
comfort to a boy in the amount of work he 
can get rid of doing. 
It is sometimes as- 


tonishing how slow he can go on an er- 
rand, he who leads tho school in a race. 
The world is new and interesting to him, 
and there ia so much to take bis attention 
off when he is sent to do anything. . Per- 
haps ho couldn't explain himself, why, 
when he is sent to the neighbor's after 
yeast, he slope to atone the froge; he is not 
exactly cruel, but he wantti to see if ho can 
ait 'em. No other living thing can go «o 
nlow us a boy sent on an errand. His leas 
seem to be dead, unless he happens to espy 
a woodohuck in an adjoining lot, when he 
gives ohaae to it like a deer;. and it is a 
Ctttioua fact about boys, that two will bo a 
great deal slower in doing anything than 
one, and that the more yon bave to help 
on a piece of work tho Icsa is accomplished 
Boys have a power in helping'each other 
do nothing; and they are eo innocent abou' 
it and unconscious. " I want as quick as 
ever I could," says one boy, when his 
father aaked him why he didn't stay al 
night, when he had been absent three 
hours on a ten minute errand.

The 
brindle cow ia the boy'e •eapegoat minr ft 
time. 


No other boya know how to appreciate 
a holiday as the farm-boy don; and 
bis best ones are of a peculiar kind. Chung 
fishing is of course one eort. The excite- 
ment of rigging up the tackle, digging 
the bait, and the anticipation of great 
luck ; these are pure pleasures, enjoyed 
because they are rare. Bojs who can go 
a fishing any time care but little for jit. 
Tramping all day through brush and 
briar, lighting flies and mosquitoes, and 
branches that tangle the line, and snags 
that bretk the hook, and returning borne 
late and hungry, with wet feet and a 
string of speckled trout on a willow twig, 
and have the family crowd out at the 
kitchen door to look at 'em, and say, 
"Pretty well done for you, bub, and did 
you catch that big one younelf ? " Tail 
s aUo--pure happines*, the like of which 
the boy will never have again ; not if be 
comes to be a selectman and deacon, and 
to "keep store'." 


Bat the holidays I recall with delight 


were tbe two days of spring and fall, 
when we went to the distant pasture land, 
in a neighboring town, may be, to drive 
thither the young oattle and colt*, and to 
bring them back again. It was a wild 
and rocky upland where onr great pasture 
wan, many miles from home, the road to it 
running by a brawling river, and np a 
dashing brookside among great hill*.

Emperor William, at Ems. 


Ems (July 9) Correspondence of tbe lonoon 
lime*. 


The German Emperor has arrived at 


ast. He has been expected for some time. 
jast week a triumphal arch, with a huge 
Imperial crown, iron crosses and Greek 
roddesses, was built on tha bridge that 
cads from the station to the roj«l resi- 
dence. Flagstaffs were erected along the 
whole toad wlucli the Emperor bad to 
pass; green garlands were hung on each 
side of the ro.icj, and 'the bouses were 
decorated with oak wreaths and ever- 
greens. But, alas 1 even evergreens fade 
m this hot weather, and as the Emperor 
was detained in Berlin for more than a 
week by an attack of lumbago, or, as it is 
called in Oerman, flcxentcluiss, everything 
bad to be done afresh last night, when it 
became known that the Imperial invalid 
bad recovered, and that he would leave 
Berlin by special train, review some troops 
en his way to Frankfort and Wiesbaden, 
and arrive here in the evening. After re- 
ceiving the finishing touch, the via tri- 
umpJiMit across the Lahn looked pretty 
and gay, and the surrounding bills looked 
proudly on its returning conqueror. Ems 
is as full as it can hold, and the whole 
population turned out to welcome the Em- 
peror. HearrivedpunotusUyat8P.il., 
and as he drove through tbe crowd in an 
open carriage, his splendid old face lighted 
up with smiles that spoke more powerful- 
ly of what was in bis mind and heart than 
any words could have done. It is not a 
year since the King left Ems for the fa- 
mous interview with the Count Benedetti, 
and to-day be returned the head .of an 
united Germany, tbe most powerful po- 
tentate of Europe, aud, to all appearances, 
the Sovereign moat beloved by his people. 
Everyone is shown the spot where Bene- 
detti accosted' the King, and wbero the 
King bowed him off, walked up the steps 
that lead to the Colonade, just opposite 
the Manufacture de Dentelles. Doubts 
lave already risen as to the exact 
spot where the last 
interchange of 


civilities occurred, and it is not unlikely 
;hat a memorial tablet may be erected 
in order to prevent all disputes among 
future historians. 
At the Hotel Darm- 


stadt, the table is shown where the King, 
Bismarck and the Emperor of Russia sat 
together, agreeing on their common lines 
of action, in case tbe long-expected chal- 
lenge should actually be given by the Em- 
peror Napoleon. Last week the Russian 
Czar might bo seen revisiting the old 
places at Ems, that had become historical 
within a year. There was to have been a 
new meeting between the two Emperor's 
at Ems, but it had to be given up, owing 
to tbe German Emperor's illness. It may 
be surmised, therefore, that the political 
horizon ia at present free from threatening 
clouds, and that no fresh exchange o! 
thought bet ween the uncle and his nephew 
was required. Tbe Russian Czar was very 
popular 
at .Etas, 
and, 
considering 


the 
services 
be 
baa rendered to 


Germany in preventing the war between 
France and Germany from becoming Euro- 
pean, it was but natiral the people sbonU 
show their gratitude. The Czar looked 
extremely well while walking about|among 
the crowd, followed by his yellow dog 
and all rumors as to the delicate state o: 
his health are belied by his appearance. 
The weather at Ems has changed.at last 
for the better. The snug little valley, is 
basking in sunshine, the brownish waters 
of the swollen lake begin to run more 
smoothly, the green-wooded hills keep us 
in on every side like soft velvet curtains. 
Thousands of people, including the Em- 
peror, Kingc, Princes, Ganeials, Bishops 
swarm round the mineral waters. Erery 
second person one meets is decorated with 
Orders or the Iron Cross. People with 
out either cross or ribbon, knights of no 
order, may safely be presumed -to be 
Eaglisb or American.,

The Oldest Man. 


IBATH OP JACOB KOTJBNA.IB, OF KANSAS 


CITY, AT TUK ACJE OF ONE HUNDBED 
AND TOmilHrOUB YEAES. 


iProm a Pittsburgh Peper. 


In 1814, when Pittsburgh was bnt a 


village, an old man named Jacob Fonmais, 
hen aged about seventy years, came here * 
from Canada, and after a brief sojourn, he 
iroceeded to New Orleano in :\ keel-boat. 
Chat old man died last Satnrdny iir~Eaa- 
sas City, at the age of 184 yeurs. Four- 
nais was probably the oldest man living. 
Io waa a Canadian Frenchman by birth, 
>ut forjnoie than half a century he was a 
rantar and trapper in the employ of the 
ur company, one of the French voyagevn, 
as they were called. 
^ 


He was never sick, and only a taw min- 


utes before he died was walking about the 
room. Be said to the family in the morn- 
ng that he would "never see the sun go 
lown again," and just before sunset the 
machine stopped—and the old man was 
dead. 


His age wa» entered on the census roll 


last year as 134 years, which ia as near aa 
from the beat evidence it couloVbe fixed. 


His recollection of important events 


was very (rood, and, as he was an illiterate 
man, hie memory held to isolated occur- 
rences, not of history, ae obtained from 
reading books. Thi°, while it madj hi* 
information fragmentary and unsatisfac- 
tory as to the history of that early period 
of his life, yet afforded tho beat evidence 
as to his great age. 


He said he waa working in tie woods 


on a place of land ho had bought for him- 
self, near Quebec, when Wolfe was killed 
on the Heights of Abraham. This was 
September 14th, 1759, and from what he 
told of his life previous to that, must then 
lave been over twenty-one years of age. 
Thinking he might have confounded Wolte 
with Montgomery—1775— he was ques- 
tioned fully, but his recollection of names 
and incidents was too distinct to leave any 
doubt, and tbe same account had been 
given to others long before. 


Another event which he remembered 


well, and which he seemed always to look 
upon as a good joke, was that during the 
occupation of New Orleans by General 
Jackson—1814-15-be had been refused 
enlistment "because he waa too old." 
The 


o\d man often told this with great glee. 
He must then bave been about eighty 
yean old. He accompanied the expedi- 
tion of Lewi* and Clark in their explor- 
ations of the Mississippi and the discovery 
of the Columbia River in 1803 7. His ex- • 
perience duriBg the trip making him a 
raluable man to the fur company he was 
afterward employed, as we have stated, 
until thirty years ago. 


For the past seven or eight years the old 


man's recollection* of faces were of'en at 
fault, bnt his memory of events and inci- 
dents seemed as strong as ever—like pic- 
tures in his mind—and this retention of 
occurrences was the great help in deter- 
mining his age. 


The last thirty years of bin lif»rwera 


passed in quiet and comfort He preferred 
living by himself, and always had his own 
House, where he kept his pipe and'to- 
bacco poneh, and such things] as were 
articles of comfort to him, mostly such ag 
he had from his residence^ with the In- 
dians—not forgetting his rosary and a few 
religious pictures which bung above his 
bed. 
He was very neat in his person, 


clothes and housekeeping, and up to the 
day of his death attended in summer to 
bis tobacco plants and hia cabbages. One 
of his great desires was to see a railroad, 
and when' the first locomotive came 
screaming into the bottom near Kansas 
City, which was in full view of his bouse, 
he was nervous as a child until he visited 
it. 
He then expressed himself Witfied, 


saying he " could tell God he bad seen a 
railroad," and never after expressed any 
cariosity on the subject. 


Truly Kansas City could boast of hav- 


ing the "championold man."

BOILER EXPLOSION ON Ciirmcn KDN. 


About nine o'clock yesterday morning, 
the,boiler attached to the Duffuld, M*r- 
in & Snooks well, on the Atlantic and 
Great Western tract, Church Enn, ex- 
ploded. The well wan being drilled at the 
ime, and the engineer, Mr. James Pol- 


oak, bad a few moments before tried the 
gauge-cocks, and finding two full cocks of 
water he turned off the feed-pump. 
The 


pressure indicated by the steam gauge was 
eighty pounds. Thinking that everything 
was all right, Mr. Pollock went into the 
derrick and entered in to conversation with 
AT. Martin, one of the owners of the 
oil. Thero wera also in the derrick Mr. 


W. H. Peiffer, engaged in drilling, Joseph 
Shnltii', another driller, belonging to the 
same veil, and Mr. J. J. Heap, the tool 
dresser. la a fow minutes the explosion 
took place, throwing the boiler to a du- 
tanos of about eight rods. Very fortun- 
ately, however, only one of the party, Mr. 
Toseph Shultic, was injured, by a flying 
splinter which entered the calf of his right 
eg. Upon examination it was discovered 
,hat the rupture in the boiler took place 
underneath, and that the iron wna worn 
out. It was an old Tift eight-borne boiler, 
which had been in use for several years, 
and u high pressure had to be maintained 
to enable it to do its work. No blame can 
je attached to tbo engineer, who appears 
.0 have boen a faithful and very careful 
land. It ii exceedingly fortunate that no 
more serious accident occurred from tbo 
explosion.
